A thorough revision of a well-written original edition of a university text 
published in 1925. Two new chapters dealing with nationalecity relations and 
urban chief executives have been added, and new or rewritten sections pertain 
to the strongemayor or councilemanager plan, metropolitan government, politi- 
cal party organization, finance, and public employee unions, It is concerned 
primarily with comprehensive questions of urban politics and government, Spe- 
cific student work projects supplement most chapters.

A consideration of the history of the Berkeley bicycle program, legal aspects 
of bicycle control, organization and function of the bicycle program and

New York, Appleton-Century-Crofts, 1950 
Designed to be used as the basis for a one=semester or one-quarter course, it 
covers the principles and practices of municipal management under mayor- 
council, commission, and councilemanager forms. The opening chapters emphasize 
the growth, functions, and economic and social characteristics of cities, At 
tention is then shifted to inter-local, state-city, and federal<city relations, 
Urban political and electoral processes and forms of city government are de- 
scribed. Treatments of major line departments in municipal administration 
round out the work,

The court house plan itself deals with the proposed’ structure's 
location, construction, and office moving schedules, floor space, and parking 
estimates.

Designed to show how much an average family of four, in modest circumstances, 
must pay for the things it requires. Comparison with last year's budget per- 
mits an evaluation of the effect of price changes over the year on the position 
of this family, Combining budget data with employment and income studies pro- 
vides a reasonable appraisal of the changing economic position of a large part 
of the population of the Los Angeles area, 





Irion, Frederick (,, Public Opinion and Propaganda. 782p New York, Thomas Y, 

Crowell Co., 1950 
In striving to present an objective description and analysis of the forces that 
operate with respect to public opinion and propaganda, the author treats the 
various aspects of the subject as interrelated parts of the American oultural 
pattern, ‘The fifth part--influenoe of public opinion--contains much original 
analysis of data, and the conclusions depart somewhat from certain theories son- 
cerning the operation of public opinion.

The volume is a well chosen series of readings in American political thought, 
As pointed out in the foreword, the materials contained in the book transcend 
the narrow bounds of American politics and institutions and “raise issues of 
timeless concern: What are the foundations of political right and authority? 

Does government 
exist to protect property, to promote human happiness, or to secure society 
against’ internal rapacity and violence? ‘hat is history's verdict on prejudice, 
bigotry, and obtuseness, allied against forces of change in the struggle to re- 
solve public questions?
